The starting motor verv seldom 
causes trouble. 
The carburetor must be adjusted 
properly for the w inter and choke 
and throttle controls connected pro­ 
perly. 
Tho spark plugs are equipped with 
two electrodes set in such a manner 
that tho electric current must jump 
across a small gap from one to the 
other. 
In making this jump, a spark 
occurs. 
It is this spark that ignites 
the mixture of gasoline and air in 
the combustion chamber of the cylin­ 
der. The size of the gap between t ie 


electrodes affects the type of spark 
produced. 
It is, therefore, impor­ 
tant that this gap should be inspected 
for proper adjustment. 
Obviously the spark plugs should

The disaster that overtook so many 
of our all-cotton farmers this year has 
thrown into bold relief the contrast 
betmaeiv their plight and the easy 
Cti'Tumstances of the man who diver­ 
sifies. The former is broke and seek­ 
ing employment in any thing that w iii 
tide him over while the latter goes 
right on feeding his home grown 
feeds and filling the cream cans and 
the egg basket in the usual way, and 
living more at home. 


From what w’e have been able to 
observe of the movements of the 
much heralded Farm Relief Board, its 
only plan of rel cf is to loan the 
fanners more money. 
Instead of 
providing him with means to meet the 
inevitable pay-day, they are seeking 
to make two pay-days loom v here 
only one loomed before. 
Such is the 
peculiar idea of some people as to 
affording people relief. 


• As examination 
of the 
cotton 
fields at this time discloses the root- 
rot infested areas. As science has so 
far failed to find a panacea for this 
scourge of the Texas cotton crop 
and the farmer’s best recourse is 
rotation of crops, it would be wise to 
mark such areas now, either for 
planting to winter small grain or to 
some fiber-rooted crop, such as corn 
or the sorghums, next year.

F A L L P L O W I N G T IM E N O W H E R E . 


The season for fall plowing is at 
hand. 
Whatever valid objections there 
may be to summer plow ing and leav­ 
ing the soil bare to burn and bake 
under a summer sun without a cover 
crop, no such objection can be urged 
against fail plowing. 
Of course, in sections of excessive 
winter rainfall— such as prevails over 
much of the east-Southern states— 
fail plowing without a good cover 
crop would be suicidal for soil con­ 
servation. 
And wherever a winter cover crop 
can be had it is wise to provide one 
whether the rainfall is excessive or 
not. 
But over most if not all of the 
great plains area fall plowing is ad­ 
visable, whether a cover crop is plant­ 
ed or not— unless your soil is of the 
blow-sand varlet;. 
And the further south in this area 
the mole important is fall plowing— 
and the earlier the better. 
The following remarks are intend­ 
ed to apply mainly to this particular 
area. 
The earlier lands can be plowed 
after crops are harvested the better. 
There are several outstanding rea­ 
sons for this. 
The early turning under of vegeta­ 
tion may destroy much weed growth 
before the seeds are all matured and 
thus prevent fields from becoming ex­ 
cessively foul next year. 
The destroying of crop residues 
left on the land may destroy the food 
supply of many harmful insects and 
destroy them through starvation or 
cause their migration before thoy 
have laid the eggs for next years in­ 
festation or before they have found 
hibernating quarters for themselves 
for he winter. 
The covering up of vegetation com­ 
pletely 
by good plowing destroys 
these 
hibernating 
quarters; 
deep 
plow ing breaks up the natural nests 
of ground-laid eggs of inserts and 
exposes them to a greater destruction 
by the elements. 
For these reasons, fall-plowing be­ 
comes 
especially 
important 
where 
extremes of winter freezing of the 
soil is rare. 
The turning und*-r of vegetation 
w'hile still green stops the further 
sapping of the -oil moisture by use­ 
less growth and facittates the more 
rapid and thorough decomposition of 
the vegetation and thus aids in put­ 
ting the soil in the best of condition 
for next year’s crops. 
lr this connection, it may be re­ 
membered that decomposition takes 
place most rapidily in the first few 
"urface inches o f the soil; not the 
depth of turning under vegetation hut 
the completeness of covering it up is 
what counts for most in the process. 
Since plowed land will absorb more 
water than hard surface land which 
permits a more rapid flow’-off of rain­ 
fall and since it will retain water 
longer than hard surface land which 
permits a more rapid evaporation of 
moisture, early fall plowing is desir­ 
able in regions of sparse rainfall as a 
means of moisture conservation. 
Plowing deferred too long allows 
much of the vegetation to go to waste 
and, since 'he dryer it is the slower 
it will decompose, if plowing is de­ 
ferred un*i] near planting time e\<’< >_ 
"'ive vegetation may have to be burn­ 
ed off to facilitate the cultivation of 
the next crop and our soil may thus 
be deprived of a large amount of 
much-needed humus. 
Fall plowing time is now here. 
That is h e st done which is done at 
the right time! 


LAWS MUST FIRST BF RESPF.CT- 
ABLE TO GAIN RESPECT. 


Governor John 
G. 
Richards 
of 
South I arolina. among other things, 
is quoted as saying: 
’’It is the duty of every citizen 
to do his or her part to see that the 
laws of the state and nation arf bet­ 
ter inforced. 
“Respect and obedi'-nce to law’ 
abound be taught in th*- school* Mud 


homes of the land and proclaimed 
in the pres.-, pulpit and from the plat­ 
forms of our land.” 
.No one is going to take issue with 
the governor on ti ie soundness of his 
contention. 
But he seems to lose sight of the 
vital, elemental fact that laws to be 
respected must be respectable. 
People with a high regard for their 
own rignts and liberties can have lit­ 
tle respect for thi se man-made laws 
that infringe or jeopardize their own 
natural inherent rights. 
Therefore, the place for us to be­ 
gin in the effort to restore a whole­ 
some respect for and a zealous pride 
in the laws of our land is at the 
fountain head of those laws—the en­ 
acting bodies that make them. 
When our law-makers observe a 
decent regard for those natural laws 
which ail honest men respect and 
which men can be free men only so 
long as they maintain their right 
thereto, then an i then only will 
wholesome laws bt enacted. 
When those law j which contravene 
the natural laws of right, and inter­ 
fere with the free exercise of man’s 
rights thereunder, are repealed and 
our government goes back to its only 
rightful function of maintaining jus­ 
tice as between man and man, then 
—and not till the.i— will the cry for 
law observance bt no longer needed 
or heard in the land.

the contest is be ng conducted. 
Of 
toe participants enrolled, IOO are 
men. 
Additional enrollments are ex­ 
pected to run the final total up to 
about 150. 
The contest is patterned after simi­ 
lar contests held in other states under 
Extension Service supervision. 
Its 
purpose 
to develop co-operation be­ 
tween county agent and local editor 
in the gathering of news relating 
to 
farm and home demonstration 
activities. I he cor test was inaugurat­ 
ed during the re* ent Farmers Short 
Course at the A 
& M. College of 
Texas and will end with the i930 
Short Course wh< n participants will 
be judged on the r exhibits. 
The contest is divided into six 
classes an i a group of editors, to be 
selected, 
w ill 
a* t as judges and 
award ribbons to first, second and 
third winners in each class. 
Gold 
watch, to be awarded by the Houston 
Post-Dispatch, will be presented as 
sweepstakes prizr to the contestant 
who 
cores the largest number of 
points in all class* s. 
This is one of he most commend­ 
able movements undertaken by the 
Extension service, as to just the 
extent the agent- use the papers of 
their county just to the extent of 
those papers’ circulations will they 
multiply their service to the people. 
Just why this tact never seem? to 
have soaked into the heads of every 
one 
them ha- always been a mys- 
try to us. 
But ii wa are permitted to offer a 
constructive suggestion in this con­ 
nation. we would remind Mr. Darrow 
that his prize-method, while stimulat­ 
ing the zeal <»f those already capable 
and willing, it wil still leave the poor 
devil who don’t know how and the 
lazy cuss who won’t w ithout incentive 
or compulsion to try. 
If the purpose is to “rogue” such

for the service; hut it will be hard on 
some of the servers.
